Progress In Treating Mental Illness 


Progress m treating mental illness is sh owing up 
in ex periments involving h ospitalization of entire 
families. 
' 
In a report to th e American Psy ch iatric Associa­ 
tion, two University of Wisconsin psy ch iatrists ex ­ 
pressed encouragement as results of th eir ex peri­ 
ments. 
THE DOCTORS BASED th eir research project on 
th e fact th at often th e person h ospitalized for men­ 
tal illness is sh owing th e sy mptoms of a disturbed 
family . 
During th e ex periments, 100 patients were treat­ 
ed along with 126 members of th eir families (h us-

In about h alf th e cases, improvement of patients’ 
sy mptoms occurred with in 24 h ours of admission 
of family members. 
Drs. Gene M. Abroms and Carl H. Feline said, 
"Th e sh eer force of th e family 's ex pressed con­ 
cern, as well as th eir willingness concretely to 
sh oulder responsibility for th e disturbance and th e 
treatment, seem crucial h ere.” 
Th is interesting bit of research h as pinpointed 
some pertinent factors relating to mental illness 
with a good-size piece of preventive advice. 


HAVING THE FAMILY admit it's role in th e 
disorder and sh ow real concern in its correction, 
obviously can h elp patients along th e road to re­ 
covery . 
Th e good advice, of course, stems from th e 
realization of th e importance of striving for good 
relationsh ips with in th e family unit. 
Like every th ing else, ach ieving perfection in tnls 
area is indeed difficult, but just th e acknowledge­ 
ment of th e responsibility a family member h as 
toward oth er members is a beginning and cou’d 
prevent much future misery for th e entire family .

Th e delivery 
sy stem itself cannot much longer with stand assaults 
from overdemand, undersupply and diin ganiza- 
tion. Unch anged, it will break down.”

Sixpence Reprieve 


Tradition inevitably h as won an important round 
in Britain’s slow brt steady course toward th e ac­ 
ceptance of decimal coinage nex t y ear. 'Hie six ­ 
pence will not be dropped along with th e oth er 
denominations now in use after all. 
Only after terrific popular pressure did th e gov­ 
ernment decide to reprieve th e six pence. Perh aps 
it was impressed by a national poll wh ich th awed 
7 3 per cent of th e populace was in favor of retam­ 
ing th e popular “tanner.” 
It will h ave an awkward value of 2 5 new pence 
under th e decimal sy stem, but to a people wh o 
h ave long endured coinage wh ich is not easily di­ 
visible by one anoth er, th at is no serious matter. 
Wh at is important is th at th e six -pence is th e 
com most popularly used for such every day trans­ 
actions as ph one calls, subway tickets, vending 
mach ines and slot mach ines.

Not Over Yet 


Fortunately , th e Tax Reform Law of 1969 didn’t 
go into effect until after th e deadline for filing th e 
1969 returns. One th ing at a time 
Th e new booklet of federal tax forms for last 
y ear was bad enough with out adding all th e com­ 
plicated provisions of th e 1969 ch anges. 
But th e time already is at h and wh en tax pay ers 
affected by last y ear’s tax revision — wh ich include 
just about every body — ough t to familiarize th em­ 
selves with th e new provisions. To ignore th e new 
law until filing time rolls around again could cost 
a tax pay er money . 
Alth ough th e 1969 Tax Reform Law was h igh ly 
touted as a looph ole-closing move, it really wasn’t. 
Some tax sh elters were wiped out or restricted, 
but a number of new ones were added. In addition, 
th e personal ex emption is sch eduled to increase to 
$650 per dependent beginning July 1, and th e five 
percent surtax is sch eduled to die on th at same 
date. 
A number of oth er ch anges are programmed to 
take place in 1971 and later y ears. All in all, th e 
Tax Reform Law of 1969 seems to guarantee pros­ 
perity for at least one class of tax pay er — th ose 
ex perts wh o fill out oth er tax pay ers' returns.

Recently a surprising 
state­ 
ment came from labor leaders 
-including George Meany , pres­ 
ident of th e AFL-CIO — indi­ 
cating th at th ey would be amen­ 
able to controls of wages, prices 
and profits. Many members of 
Congress believe th at th e ad­ 
ministration migh t h ave moved 
sooner toward adopting such a 
policy . But th e administration 
h as for some time felt th at 
wage and price controls would 
not provide a solution and migh t 
make matters worse 
Th e talk now is about “guide­ 
lines,” wh ich , of course, means 
th at th e administration would 
try to apply pressure on both 
labor unions and business man­ 
agement to maintain prices and 
wages at ex isting levels as far 
as possible. Th is will be even 
more important if th e admin.s- 
tration decides to reduce inter­ 
est rates and open up various 
sources of credit to permit large 
sums to become available for 
h ousing and state and local 
projects. 


THE ECONOMIC situation is 
becoming more sensitive every 
day , particularly as th e stock 
market reflects a diminution in 
public confidence. 
Th ere 
are 
many people wh o feel th at th e 
actions already taken to restrain 
inflation h ave produced a form 
of recession, and th ey do not 
th ink th at th ese sh ould be pro­ 
longed. Th e administration h as 
th e power to open up avenues 
of credit and give business a 
new stimulus. 
Th ere h as been much discus­ 
sion about th e prospects of a 
big deficit in th e budget. 
But 
th e latest figures sh ow th at in 
a budget of 198 billion dollars 
for 
th e current 
fiscal 
y ear, 
wh ich was supposed to h ave a 
surplus of 1.5 billion, th ere may 
instead be a deficit of 1.8 bil­ 
lion. Also, for th e fiscal y ear 
wh ich ends June 30, 1971, th e 
budget was originally planned 
to sh ow a surplus of 1.3 billion 
and now is ex pected to h ave a 
deficit of 4 4 billion 
Th e ad­ 
ministration, h owever, is plan­ 
ning some additional tax es — 
including an “anti - pollution” 
tax on lead gasoline—to reduce 
th at deficit to 1.3 billion for th e 
1971 fiscal y ear. Congress is not 
too h appy about th e prospect of 
raising tax es, but th e adminis­ 
tration believes th is will tend to 
ease inflationary pressures and 
will h elp to h old th e line on 
prices as well as wages. 


WHILE LITTLE is being said 
about it, organized labor will 
h ave to cooperate with th e gov­ 
ernment in keeping down many 
of th e wage increases th at were 
planned. For oth erwise 
prices 
would h ave to go up again. Th e 
administration is being urged to 
use “guidelines” and ask both 
management and labor to fol­ 
low th em so th at wage costs 
will not get out of line and will 
be measured by th e productivity 
of labor. 
In th e final analy sis, wh eth er 
th ere will be a ch ange in th e 
Congress and th e Presidency de­ 
pends upon wh at th e economic 
state of th e country is on elec­ 
tion day in November 1970 and 
in November 1972, respectively . 
Th ere may be lots of demon­ 
strations 
about 
th e 
Vietnam 
War, but th ese will h ave much 
less to do with election results 
th an wh eth er 
th ere are jobs 
and adequate income 
and 
a 
slowdown in th e rise of prices 
to provide for a h ealth y econ­ 
omy .

Beaten Children Need Help- 


So Do Their Abusive Parents 


By T()M TIEDE 
NEW YORK - (NEA)—The 


other evening a two - year 
old 
child was admitted to a Man­ 
hattan hospital with one arm 
broken, both eyes blackened, 
cigarette burns on his shoulders 
and the look of starvation about 
the entire body. 


The child had been tortured 


by his parents. 
Nothing entirely 
extraordi­ 
nary, actually. Some 2,000 cas­ 
es of battered children are re­ 
ported in New York City each 
year. And the estimated child 
abuse rate for the nation is 250 
per million people, or more than 
50.000 annually. 
So, 
question: 
What should 
the authorities, acting 
in be­ 
half of the child and society at 
large, do with men and women 
who commit such crimes?

MOST OF US WOULD prob­ 
ably answer in anger.

BUT SUCH PSYCHOT1CS are 
apparently rare. Studies of child 
abusers indicate most parents 
of the type are disturbed only 
to the extent they can't help 
themselves—and thus may be 
redirected if help from the out­ 
side is provided 
Dr Ray Heifer, of New York’s 
Catholic Medical Center, is per­ 
haps the nation’s foremost au­ 
thority on battered children and 
battering parents. He has prob­ 
ed thousands of cases and is 
into his second book on the sub­ 
ject. 
He’s convinced that helping 
the parents, like treating the 
children, must be a regular pari 
of hospital work. And he be­ 
lieves such work is made easier 
because all such parents tend to 
follow a regular, 
identifiable 
pattern.

Militant leaders of the student 
strike at Ohio State University 
were taking a “ wait-and-see 
attitude today, looking ahead to 
Monday's 
meeting 
of 
the 
school's trustees. 
The board is expected to rule 
on 
administration . approved 
minority atiairs and to allow 
proposals to create an office oi 
students to take courses on 
a 
pass-fail basis rather than the 
regular grading system. 
The huge campus was quiet 
Friday in contrast to Thursday’s 
demonstration by a handful of 
militants which resulted in the 
call-up of 5.000 National Guards­ 
men. The demonstration 
was 
broken up by local enforcement 
officials. 
The Afro-Am group and the 
Ad Hoc Committee on Student 
Rights both held meetings Fri­ 
day and agreed to wait until 
Monday's action by trustees be­ 
fore deciding whether to contin­ 
ue the strike.

Prosecuting Attv. J. Warren 
Bettis said Dr. Beaver asked 
him Sunday whether he could 
serve both posts simultaneous-! 
ly. He said he told Dr. Beaver 
he did not believe the posts 
are compatible but he would 
research the question and let 
him know. 
Bettis addressed a letter to 
Dr. Beaver Thursday, referring 
him to the 1951 opinion: 
‘ The office of member of a 
county health board and that 1 
of member of a local board of 
education are incompatible and 
a member of a local board of 
education may not also serve 
as a member of a county board 
of health.” 
Bettis told 
Dr. 
Beaver he 
concurs in the finding “ and 
when called upon to do so, I 
: wouid rule that you cannot at 
the same time serve in both 
the capacity as a member of 
a local board of education and 
a member of the county health 
board." 
Dr. Beaver was appointed to 
the school board Wednesday to 
succeed William Jones who re­ 
signed after serving two years 
of a four-year term.
